* * few  absent  ones  last  season,  the  success 
which  he  achieved  in  “David  Harum”  keeping 
him  the  major  portion  of  the  theatrical  year  in 
New  York,  is  shortly  to  begin  an  engagement  at 
this  house.  Of  course,  he  will  make  known  the 
dramatized  version  of  Westcott’s  widely-read  book, 
and  that  this  piece  of  news  will  prove  interesting 
to  the  theatre-goers  in  this  city  and  vicinity  is 
Deyond  question. 

It  is  now  nearly  two  years  since  Charles  Froh- 
man  furnished  Mr.  Crane  with  the  comedy,  and 
during  that  time  the  comedian  has  known  the 
greatest  success  of  his  career.  He  has  had  many 
good  plays,  several  of  which  were  greatly  to  the 
liking  of  the  public,  but  none  of  them  can  compare 
in  point  of  popularity  With  “ David  Harum.” 

The  dramatization  is  the  work  of  R.  and  M.  W. 
Hitchcock;  and  in  transferring  the  story  and 
sketches  from  between  the  covers  of  the  book  to 
the  glare  of  the  footlights  they  were  careful  to 
retain  all  of  those  things  in  the  play  which  won 
such  success  for  the  book.  The  liberties  that  they 
took  were  extremely  few,  and  despite  the  fact  that 
they  had  had  no  previous  experience  in  play  con 
struction,  their  efforts  have  been  in  receipt  ot 
flattering  commendation.  For  sixteen  weeks  the 
comedy  ran  at  the  Garrick  Theatre  in  New  York, 
and  in  Chicago  it  has  scored  a success  during  the 
six  weeks  it  has  teen  there,  and  can  only  be  spoken 
of  as  extraordinary.  In  St.  Louis,  Pittsburgh  and 
Washington  it  has  broken  all  records  in  the  matter 
of  receipts.

part  ever  fitted  him  this  one  does,  and  he  is  credited 
with  not  only  possessing  himself  with  Harum’s 
outward  semblance,  but  with  his  heart  as  well. 

There  is  not  a quaint  bit  of  philosophy  or  an  odd 
expression  in  the  book  that  h not  in  the  play.  In 
the  opening  act  the  horse  trade  is  shown,  and  in 
the  concluding  act  Harum  tells  the  story  of  his 
boyhood  visit  to  the  circus,  and  the  whipping 
which  followed.  Three  sides  of  the  wily  old  fel- 
low’s character  are  shown,  and  all  of  the  scenes  are 
laid  in  Homeville,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Frohman  has  surrounded  Mr.  Crane  with  an 
exceptionally  good  company,  and  given  the  play  a 
production  that  possesses  all  of  the  charm  and  at- 
mosphere of  a thriving  little  country  town.  E.  E. 
Rose  did  the  work  of  staging  the  comedy,  Mr. 
Unitt  painted  its  scenery,  and  Mr.  Furst  arranged 
its  incidental  music.
